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DETAILED ACTION 



An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed.

Computer 
program listings (37 CFR 1 .96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1 .821 (c)), 
and tables having more than 50 pages of text are permitted to be 
submitted on compact discs.) or

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Claim Objections 

Claim 4 is objected to because the preamble of claim 4 recites "The standard 
card deck derivative" and it depends from claim 1 which recites "Unique card decks" in 
the preamble. The respective preambles should be consistent. Correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 ; 4 & 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 

alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Scarne's Encyclopedia of Games - 

standard Deck of Cards. 
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Regarding claims 1 , 4 & 5 

Scarnes teaches a deck of cards with a plurality of cards which include groups of 
suits, values, a hierarchical sequence and jokers. Scarnes discloses the claimed 
invention except for the specific arrangement and/or content of indicia (printed matter) 
set forth in the claim(s). It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to use any indicia desired since it would only 
depend on the intended use of the assembly and the desired information to be 
displayed. Further, it has been held that when the claimed printed matter is not 
functionally related to the substrate it will not distinguish the invention from the prior art 
in terms of patentability. In re Gulack, 217 USPQ 401 , (CAFC 1983). The fact that the 
content of the printed matter placed on the substrate may render the device more 
convenient by providing an individual with a specific type of indicia does not alter the 
functional relationship. Mere support by the substrate for the printed matter is not the 
kind of functional relationship necessary for patentability. Thus, there is no novel and 
unobvious functional relationship between the printed matter and the substrate which is 
required for patentability.
